Mr. Grant stated that the imposi 
tion of such a tax would be a direct 
tax on personal property, and tha 
the contention that a motor car 
fhould be placed in the same cate 
rory as houses or land could not be 
upheld He remarked that a motor 
car is as muct personal property 
asa piano in the home would be or, 
for that matter furniture, and tf 
such powers were anted to the} 
city as regards the taxing of cars,| 
there was no reason whatever, ex 
cepting only that of poliey, why it} 
should not also be the privilege of 
the city to enter the homes of Ed- 
Mmonton and tax all persdnal prop- 
erty within them. | 

Mr. Grant urged the association 
to do all possible to awaken the 
citizens of Edmonton, the motorists 
especially, to the dangers of such 
powers being granted the civie tax 
ing authorities He pointed out how 
already the Calgary Auto Club and 
other associations ond motorists in 
southern Alberta, in those urban 
eentres affected, were taking actior 


along the line of the utmost opposi 
tlon to this taxing power
